McCrery stumps LSUS 
during recent Fall Fest

Congressman Jim McCrery and 
wife, Johneltc, visited the LSUS 
campus during Fall Fest activities 
two weeks ago* 

McCrery commented on the 
recent budget cuts, calling them 
"short-sighted.” And although 
sympathetic, McCrery said he can 
do little about the budget cuts on the 
national level* But he did offer 
some hope in the area of student 
financial assistance. 

Congress passed a new higher 
education act last year, expanding 
the Pell Grants and college loans to 
people with middle to upper middle 
class income. 


McCrery turned instead to 
campaigning for his upcoming 
runoff for the U.S* Congress when 
he faces Rep. Jerry Huckaby on 
Nov. 3* 

In the area of health care, 
McCrery said he is opposed to 
socialization as a potential solution 
to the crisis* He sees a need for 
change in consumer and health care 
provider behavior, and reform for 
the malpractice system* 

On the economy, McCrery said 
that Louisiana is well positioned to 
take advantage of economic growth* 
"Louisiana's economy is better 
and unemployment is lower than 
the national average,” McCrery said. 
"The 9G’s should be good for 
Louisiana."

Edwards addresses university cutbacks in personal letter 


Dear Students: 

Recently, some of your fellow 
students have come to Baton Rouge 
to protest budget cuts that have led 
to an increase in tuition in the com¬ 
ing year. I enjoyed having the 
chance to speak to those students, 
although i wish it had been under 
different circumstances. Bui now I 
want to speak directly to all of you. 

I am glad that you who are 
affected by these increases care 
enough to speak out. I encourage 
you to continue to express your* 
selves in a positive way. With the 
college students of Louisiana lead¬ 
ing, we just might solve this prob¬ 
lem more quickly than 1 anticipated! 

Do not blame your institutions 
for cutbacks in higher education* 
The fault lies with the Governor and 
the Legislature. It is our responsibil¬ 
ity to provide the money to finance 
public education from kindergarten 
through graduate school I will not 
pass the buck. 

But l do not control the Legisla¬ 
ture* A majority of legislators are 
responsible, concerned men and 
women who would follow my lead 
in any respectable plan to get things 
done. Unfortunately, a super-majori¬ 
ty of members is not willing to do 


that- And our constitution requires 
that we have a super-majoriLy (two 
thirds). 

In June, the Legislature - not the 
Governor - adopted a budget based 
on how much revenue it expected 
would come in between July 1. 
1992, and June 30, 1993, the state's 
fiscal year* In September, as our 
national and state economies contin¬ 
ued to decline, the state's revenue- 
estimating conference told us rev¬ 
enues would be S96 million less 
than they had anticipated in July. 
Under the law, I was required to cut 
the budget to comply with the new 
estimates. 

You should understand: The 
areas of the state budget which I can 
cut are limited* They total about 28 
percent of the entire budget I can't 
touch the Minimum Foundation 
Program for elementary and sec¬ 
ondary education; l can't touch the 
Highway Trust Fund* Those pro¬ 
grams are protected in the Constitu¬ 
tion* 

Unfortunately, the only budget 
areas left which can be cut are high¬ 
er education and health care ser¬ 
vices - about $1*2 billion of the 
total state budget 

That is why such deep cuts were 
required of your institution; other 


agencies and programs cannot be 
touched* 

Now, let’s talk about what we can 
do immediately. One of the few 
things we succeeded in getting 
passed during the recent constitu¬ 
tional convention was a proposed 
amendment that would remove the 
constitutional protections against 
budget cuts from some of these pro¬ 
grams. If die protections were not in 
place, your cuts would have been 
2.5 percent rather than 10 percent, 
and your leaders would not have 
had to come to Baton Rouge in 
protest. 1 urge you to vote for that 
amendment on the Nov* 3 ballot and 
to work within your communities 
for its passage. 

Exercise your right to petition 
your government. Meet with your 
local Senator and Representative* 
Only when 1 get an indication that 
two-lhirds of the legislators are 
ready to address the revenue short¬ 
fall will I call a special session, ft 
costs the people of Louisiana nearly 
a half million dollars to conduct a 
legislative session* Therefore, call¬ 
ing legislators into session must be 
done only with an assurance to the 
people that something productive 
will evolve* 


We wiU not be pul into a position 
next year of having to make more 
cuts like this* When the Legislature 
convenes next April it will have to 
adopt a budget that is $682 million 
smaller than this year's budget 

1 regret the cuts I had to make 
under the law* But I would not have 
done my job if I had refused to 
make them. Six months from now, 
this state would be bankrupt. I can¬ 
not in good conscience allow that* 

When I proposed a lottery in 
1986,1 suggested that 75 percent of 
the money be dedicated to educa¬ 
tion* That was not done when the 
lottery bill finally was passed. 
Under that bill, we are allowed to 
spend $50 million of the lottery 
money that was generated in the last 
calendar year. But more money than 
that was spent in education enrich¬ 
ment funds* So, even if the lottery 
funds had been dedicated, education 
would not have received more 
money than it did. 

Education is not like bridge- 
building. If a bridge collapses and 
the state waits two years to repair it, 
then it's fixed, and the two-year wait 
doesn’t matter. Bui when eduction is 
impacted, as it will be, simply 
restoring the money won't repair 


two years of damage* We cannot put 
the process of learning and the 
desire to gel an education on hold. 

Again, let me ask you to do these 
things* First, keep meeting, talking 
and expressing your concern* Pul 
the blame where it belongs - on 
Edwin Edwards and on the Legisla¬ 
ture* It is our responsibility. 

Second, work with your parents^ 
your friends and your contempo¬ 
raries in your home communities to 
pass the amendment on November 3 
that makes everything subject to 
across-the-board cuts if they 
become necessary. 

Third: Get together with your 
legislators and ask them specifically 
what they intend to do. Don't take 
"We'll see" or "We'll try our best 1 
for an answer. 

Tell them what you and I both 
know; Your education - our future 
can t wail! 

Again, thank you for your con¬ 
cern for your school, your state and 
your future* Please know that I 
share your concern.

The program was developed by 
Dr. Jeff Ickes about ten years ago as 
the Counseling Center attempted to 
cope with limited resources through 
the addition of volunteer personnel, 
lekes found that peer counseling

The American public will go 
ihe voting booths next week and 
elect the next president, but what 
prompts each individual to vole for 
iiic candidate he or she does? 

Many candidates believe, as is 
evident in die three presidential con- 
lenders* fawning of the press, that it 
is the media that influences the pub* 
he vote. 

Just what is the role of the press 
in the election process was the topic 
of a forum Oct. 20. 

Frank May, The Times editorial 
page editor, and Rich Masters, 
KSLA political reporter, bantered 
with each other and the audience 
over the issue. 

The forum was organized by Dr, 
Alisa Coleman, chairperson of the 
department of common tcations/pro- 
fessional studies, as part of the 
monthly forums sponsored by the 
College of Liberal Arts. 

Coleman chose May and Masters 
because of their extensive political 
reporting experience. 

Both journalists agreed that there 


education. 

"We didn't just involve psycholo¬ 
gy or sociology majors, we recruit¬ 
ed them campus-wide," said Ickes. 
"It was so successful. We got a lot 
of positive feedback. 

Since then the program has been 
formalized to involve more training. 
There is an elaborate selection pro¬ 
cess that involves interviews and 
written essays. Candidates must 
train for 20 hours before the 
semester begins, and are required to 
attend three hours of training each 
week after that. 

Peer counselors Seam a variety of 
techniques and skills, as well as the 
ethical considerations in a counsel¬ 
ing setting. As the counselors 1 
responsibilities have increased over 
the years, so have the rewards. Now 
counselors arc paid for their time. 

Lynch said that the Counseling 
Center's mission is more develop¬ 
mental and preventative, rather than 
crisis-oriented. Students are intro¬ 
duced to the Counseling Center

’There is no grand conspiracy 
out there/' Masters said, ’’Bill Clin¬ 
ton's been attacked by the media as 
much or more than the president/' 
Masters compared the media's 
job to that of a court's, 

r, ln many ways you have to argue

attorney/' he said. "Then you let the 
people be die judge and jury,” 

May believes that many reporters 
bend over backwards to shield their 
own personal biases from the pub¬ 
lic. 

"They're (media) human beings, 
but I think they're very good in 
objectivity,” he said, "What journal-

"It's a good way to catch prob¬ 
lems before they become critical," 
said Lynch. 

Lisa Karevicius, a senior major¬ 
ing in economics/pr e "^ w i has been 

a peer counselor since January. She 
says the most rewarding aspect of 
her work is learning how to deal 
with people. 

"No matter how much you think 
you know, you don't know until you 
have to deal with it," she said, 
"You're teaching people to help 
themselves. It feels good to know 
that you held their hand and taught 
them." 

"The hardest thing is to put it 
behind you/' continued Karevicius. 
"You have to separate work from 
the rest of your life. You have to be 
able to handle anything that walks 
through the door. It's more serious 
than anything." 

Another program that has 
enjoyed a successful relationship 
with students is Compeer, a service 


of the Mental Health Association of 
Caddo-Bossier. Campeer places vol¬ 
unteers with partners whose prob¬ 
lems range from academic difficul¬ 
ties to chronic menial disorders, 
such as schizophrenia, 

Sylvia Code, a 1988 LSUS grad¬ 
uate, is executive director of the 
Mental Health Association, and says 
that theprogiam functions much like 
the Big Brmher/Big Sister Program. 

"Our volunteers act as an adjunct 
to the counselor, to help fill in the 
gaps the counselors leave behind," 
Cook said. "The ideal volunteer is 
someone who can be a role model. 
That's why we recruit students. 
There are a lot of younger people 
out there looking for a friend." 

Cook added that the program's 
success has resulted in a decrease in 
hospitalization. 

Volunteer recruitment is an ongo¬ 
ing process that involves profes¬ 
sional training. The volunteers are 
also asked to commit to at least one 
hour per week for at least one year. 


Campbell says taxing oil 
companies will help state

Stale Sen. Foster Campbell was 
on campus during Fall Pest to 
address students and faculty and 
propose his solution to the recent 
budget cuts - tax the oil companies. 

"Oil companies arc more protect¬ 
ed Ilian higher education," Campbell 
said. "The only thing that you can 
charge oil companies is severance 
utx in Louisiana*” 

Along with eight other senators, 
Campbell has proposed a tax on Lhe 
processing of oil and gas as it is 
brought on shore and sent across the 
United States, 

The tax would require a constitu¬ 
tional amendment to change the 
wording. A two-thirds vote of the 
legislature is needed to change the 
constitution. Campbell expects 
opposition from the lobbyists of the 
oil companies. 

If the legislature passes the tax, it 
would then go to the people to vote 
on it. Campbell said it would proba¬ 
bly go to court to determine its con¬ 
stitutionality. 

In two to three years the process¬ 


ing tax could make Louisiana debt- 
free, Campbell believes. He expects 
it to raise between 51 and 2 billion. 
Of companies paying the tax, 80 
percent would be from outside the 
state. 

With the expected revenue, 
Campbell proposed that we pay olf 
the slate's debt. Then with the 
money the state currently pays the 
debt service, higher education could 
be protected under the constitution. 

Campbell also proposed spend¬ 
ing limitations to prevent large 1 
deficits in the future, 

"We owe it to the citizens of 
Louisiana to try this processing 
tax," Campbell said. 

When the tax was proposed in 
the constitutional convention, it 
received only eight votes. Campbell 
said the legislators need courage lo 
buck the oil companies. 

"Independent oil companies fear; 
the tax will hurt them," Campbell 
said. "But by reducing the severance 
tax, it would stimulate drilling."

New library hours fail 
to meet students’ needs 

Construction of the new library is 65 percent complete 
and ahead of schedule, but a new building will be of little 
consolation to students if service hours are inadequate and 
the shelves are poorly stocked. 

The quality of a university's library is a major factor in 
any assessment of its overall academic credibility. While 
presenting cutbacks, Chancellor Darling stressed his desire 
to maintain the quality and integrity of academic programs 
as well as the university's focus on teaching supported by 
research and services. 

Despite these objectives, Darling announced a reduction 
in the already limited library service hours. Effective 
immediately, library hours are limited to Monday through 
Thursday, from 7:30 a.m. to 9 p.m, and Fridays from 7:30 
a.m. to noon. 

Adequate library hours are a necessity for any campus, 
but they are crucial to a commuter campus. Working 
students and night students will be hit hard by the loss of 
weekend hours. Many of these students are hard pressed just 
making it to their classes, let alone finding spare time to 
make use of the library during weekdays. 

Many professors routinely suggest the Centenary 
and LA Tech libraries as alternatives... But it is not 
the job of Centenary or LA Tech to meet these 
demands. It is the job of the university which 
collects tuition andfees to provide these services. 

Darling indicated that the new hours represent peak hours 
of library use. Yet, at this point in the semester most 
students have not been faced with deadlines for term 
projects. It is hardly fair to assess peak library usage at this 
point in the semester. 

An argument may be made that students have other 
sources to draw on. Many professors routinely suggest the 
Centenary and LA Tech libraries as alternatives because of a 
greater abundance of materials and service hours. But it is 
not the job of Centenary or LA Tech to meet these demands. 
It is the job of die university which collects tuition and fees 
to provide these services. 

By collecting tuition and fees from a student, the 
university is obligated to provide the instruction, facilities 
and services necessary to provide for that student's 
education. Higher tuition in conjunction with a reduction in 
instruction, facilities and services is a violation of the spirit 
of this contract. 

We, the students, have the right to protect this attack on 
the academic integrity of our institution. On the most basic 
level, we have the right to get what we pay for. Make your 
voice heard. Write your state legislator today. Remember, it 
is the academic credibility of the institution which makes a 
diploma more than just a piece of paper. If you don't act 
now, you could pay an even bigger price later.

LSUS Archives contributes to 
Huddie Ledbetter biography

Kip Lomell, co-author of ihc first 
definitive biography of Louisiana 
folk music legend Huddie Ledbetter, 
will stop by the LSUS Archives in 
the Noel Memorial Library on Fri¬ 
day Oct 30 at 10 a.m. 

The archives were instrumental 
in the writing of the book, "The Life 
and Legend of Ledbelly," in that it 
provided a substantial amount of 
photographs and historical informa¬ 
tion on Shreveport and Caddo 
Parish. 

According to archivist Steve 
Hussman, Lome 11 had been corre¬ 


sponding with the Archives for 
about two and a half years. Now 
that the book is published, Lomell 
plans to donate a substantial amount 
of research material to the Archives. 

Hussman urged students and fac¬ 
ulty to attend the event to meet Lor- 
tiell as well as learn about the 
Archives, 

"This shows that we do offer ser¬ 
vices for people to use," said Huss¬ 
man, "We have historical items that 
are not just being used by people in 
Shreveport; people from all over are 
using diem." 

Ledbetter, also known as "Lead- 
belly," has been heralded as the 


Father of American Folk Music, and 
is remembered for such tunes as 
"Good Night Irene," "Midnight Spe¬ 
cial," and "Rock Island Line," Led¬ 
better died of Lou Gehrig's disease 
in 1949. 

Robert Trudeau, a teacher and 
journalist who lectures on the histo¬ 
ry of Louisiana music, praises the 
book for its fresh perspective. 

"It presents a more complete 
study of his life in New York in the 
last 14 years,” said Trudeau. "I 
especially liked the fact that the 
author's didn't shirk from examining 
the origins of his tunes. He picked 
up most of them from his fellow 
performers and adapted them."

Mythical, magical ‘Candyman’ 
haunts minds of ghetto dwellers

times: Candyman, Candyman, Candyman . . , 
and you will see a figure behind you, breathing 
down your neck. 

"Candyman" is about a mythical bogeyman 
who lives in the minds of many underprivi¬ 
leged ghetto dwellers. He is a figment of their 
imagination, but for those who tell his secret, 
he is a real nightmare, 

"Candyman" stars Virginia Madsen as Helen 
Lyle, a graduate student who is doing her thesis 
on the myth of Candyman. Lyle's partner in the 
gruesome unveiling of ihe truth is Bernadette 
(Kast Lemmons). These two venture into the 
projects taking photos of one of Candy man's 
latest victims. 

Lyle's husband, Trevor, (Xander Berkeley) 
is a teacher at the University who also has a 
love interest in one of his students. 

While the acting is nothing worthy of an 
acadamy award, the story-line is interesting, 
but at times, very graphic. What is to be so 
unusual about Candyman is that he has an 
incredible power of putting his newest victim, 


Helen, in a trance and has her as his doer of 
evil. 

During Helen's and Bernadettes visit to the 
projects, Caprinni Green, they meet Anna 
Marie (Vanessa Williams from Melrose Place). 
She lives around the comer from where a vic¬ 
tim Ruthie Jean was killed. Anna Marie cau¬ 
tiously befriends the two students and tells 
ifrem she fears for her life as well as her baby's. 

Candyman, played by Todd Jones, is not a 
scary or evil looking man. He is powerful and 
magical though. He can levitate and fly 
through windows. 

The papers say that "Candyman” is sup¬ 
posed to be like "Silence of the Lambs," It 
doesn't even come close. The movie does keep 
you hiding your eyes at times or wanting to 
“mute" the sound, but sometimes, the scenes 
are just downright stupid. 

But afterwards, when we’re home alone at 
night, we might look in the minor and say his 
name five limes for fear that the myth could 
somehow be true. 

A definite go-see-if-you-have-noth in g-bet- 
ter-to-do.

safety inspections are not being 
done by the departments. Each 
department is supposed to conduct 
an inspection and report to the com¬ 
mittee. 

"At the current time this is not 
being done anywhere/ Collins said. 

Another issue raised was the lack 
of drills. The university is equipped 
with an alarm system, but no one 
seems to be familiar with how to 
use it. The system was also deemed 
rather confusing by the committee. 
The number of rings varies for a 
bomb threat, fire or tornado, 

"That tends to be a little confus¬ 
ing I think," Collins said. 

The committee will recommend 
to administration that a fire drill be 
conducted on an annual basis and 
that lhe alarm system be reworked. 

Hiring an agency to update and 
post emergency procedures will also 
be looked into. The Student Affairs 
Committee was asked a year ago to 
do this, but has not.

Dr. Norman Dolch, president of 
the faculty senate, said Campbell's 
proposed tax is one of the few pro¬ 
posals he's seen anyone come for¬ 
ward with. 

Ho plans to share it with other 
faculty presidents in the LSU sys¬ 
tem on Oct. 30, asking them to look 
at it in detail. 

In Louisiana, 72 percent of the 
budget is protected from cuts. Hie 
unprotected 28 percent includes 
higher education and health. 

Campbell said it isn't sensible to 
cut because for every dollar 
Louisiana cuts from its health bud¬ 
get, we lose $3 from the federal 
government. 

"Other proposed solutions don't 
raise enough money to cover the 
$700 million deficit," he said. 
"Casino gambling, a property tax 
and the lottery won't raise the 
money Louisiana needs to pay off 
Lhe debt/
